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FROM WINNIPEG. 
TO BATTLE RIVE 


G.T. P. Passenger Service Will Be 


{naugtirated, Within Next 
Two Weeks. 


Passenger trains will be running over 
the Grand Trunk Pacitic railway from 
Winnipeg to the Battle River, a distance 
of 667 miles, within the next two weeks. 
This was the statement made yesterday 
by W. P. Hinton, of Montreal, assistant 
general passenget and ticket agent of the 
Grand Trank railway system, who is ‘n 
theecity today. A definite announce- 
ment will be made as to the date on 
which this services will be inaugurated 
ir the course of a few days. 

Mr. Hinton arrived in the city on the 
C.N.R. local last evening, accompanied 
by J. E. Quick of Toronto, general bag- 
Kage agent of the G.T.P. and G. T. Bell, 
of Montreal, general passerfger agent of 
the G.T.P, Thesg officiala are taking a 
trip through the westto get in close 
touch with the conditions prevailing ‘n 
the country through which the G.T.P. 
will run. They came over the com- 
pany’s line from Winnipeg to the Battle 
River and then caught the local at 
Lloydminster for Edmonton, 

A Fine Road Bed. 

Speaking to 2 Bulletin representative 
last evening regarding their trip Mr. 
Hinton stated that he was delighted with 
the excellence of the G.'T.P. roadbed over 
which they had travelled. It was the 
best roadbed for a new line that he had 
ever seen. The line passed through an 
excellentscountry and the operation of 
freight and passenger trains between 
Winnipeg and Wainwright, the divis’on- 
al point near the Battle River, would be 
warily welcomed by residents of that 
part of the west, 

This part of the line is very picture- 
eque. The Touchwood Hills, the valley 
of the Assinaboine and the Battle river 
valley were some of the most beautiful 
parts. In the Touchwood Hills the line 
runs along a ridge which overlooks a 
beautiful valley of the most fertile coun- 
try which is rapidly being settled. The 
line also passes through several histor- 
ieal places such as Cut Arm Creek,which 
was the scene of one of the battle of the 
rebellion in 1885. 

Towns Rising on Line. 

“One of the most surprising features 
of the trip,” seid Mr. Hinton, “is the 
large number of towns springing up rap- 
idly all along the line. Many are living 
in tents, some in. shacks and some ‘n 
sod houses. It was a marvel to me to 
see the way the people are flocking into 
this new country and building up the 
towns, Although no trains except a few 
construction trains are running on the 
lino some of the towns such as Wain- 
wright are already applying for an ex- 
tension of the townsite.” 

“Grain is new being moved from this 
country by G.T.P. construction trains 
and trafic will be greatly facilitated by 
the operation of freight trains in the 
near iniure. An announcement of the 
date of putting on freight and passenger 
service will be made shortly. The service 
will only be limited at first, of course, 
but it will be sufficient to meet the ‘m-. 
mediate needs of the homeseeker nal 
settler already located in that country.’ 

Mr. Hinton stated that work on the 
G.T.P. bridge across the Battle River 
Wiis proceeding rapidly. The place was 
simply swarming with men engaged on 
this work, Some idea of the size of the 
contract may be gained by the knowl 
edge this bridge is over a half mile 
Jong, and ‘is 105 feet high. It rests on 
St pairs of piers,

in the city and getting in touch with 
conditions here.

MOOSE JAW—LACOMBE. 
Tri-Weckly Service Will Be Inaugur- 
ated in Two Weeks. 


Moose Jaw, Sask., September 2.—A4 
train serviee will be inaugurated wita- 
in the next two weeks on the — first 
part of the Moose Jaw-Lacombe line, 
northwest from here. To begin with, 
the service will be tri-weekly, a com- 


bined freight and passenger train 
being run. The train will be run as 
far as the track is in condition for 


running, and that is at present about 
fifty miles. 

The principal stations this includes 
are: Tuxford, Brownlee, Eyebrow and 
Tugaske. Ag this country is now 
well settled and a train service ia 
much in demand there should >5e 
a fair amount of traffic to start with. 
Elevators are being put up at points 
along the line to handle this year’s 
crop. A track laying machine

Moose Jaw, It will push along | 
rapidly as possible, so as to reach 
outlook; the first divisional point, this 
fall, Several big bridges have to be 
huilt, which is keeping track laying 
back for a time.

RAILWAYS WILL LOSE 
PRESENT ADVANTAGE 


Over American Roads in Hauling of 
Grain Unless They Are Permitted 
to Do a Certain Amount of Work 
on Sundays—Railways Present 
Demands, 


Ottawa, Sept. 2.—Before the Rail- 
way Commission today, M. K. Cowan 
summed up the requests of the Grand 
Trunk and Pere Marquette railway 
companies as follows 

1. Permission to break through 
trains on Sunday when necessary and 
forward shipments. 

2. To allow furnishing through ser- 
vice to cattle shippers, 

3. To permit the company to de- 
liver empties on Sunday for Monday 
cattle shipments, 

4. To allow the company to load 
and unload grain at lake ports and 
forward grain shipments to destina- 
tion where otherwise subject to great 
delay. 

Chairman Mabee declared thati the 
duty of the commission is to interpret 
but not to go beyond the law. He 
doubted if clause three was necessary. 
Superintendent Tiffin, of the G.T.P., 
declared that Canadian ports must he 
allowed to handle grain without de- 
lay, or the traffic would be diverted 
fo American ports. This should 
include the movement of empties. 

Supt. Donaldson, corroborated this 
with details of haulage captured from 
American ehannels. 

Mr. MacPherson, for the Lord’s Day 
Alliance, quoted the Chicago and 
Northwestern regarding the limitation | 
of Sunday traffic. 

Mr. Cowan claimed the G.T. was the

OPERATION FOR LOCKJAW. 


By Use of Sodium Chloride Advanced 
Case Has Been Cured. 


_ New York, Sept. 3.—A case of lock- 
jaw in advanced stages has just been 
cured at St, John’s hospital, Brook- 
lyn, It is believed that the eure has 
been effected through the usé of sodi- 
um chloride, as advised by specialists 
of the Rockefeller institute. The pa- 
tient was Allen Kololck, fifteen yeare 
old, of Woodhaven, Long IslAnd, 

Three wevks ago, while at Pateh- 
ogue his foot was run over and his 
toe badly crushed. The foot was dress- 
ed and no alarm wa felt. Eight days 
after the accident the boy found he 
not open his jaws. He was 
tushed to the hospital, His body be- 
came so rigid that it was impossible 
to unbend it. Then the injured toe 
Was amputated, 

Following the operation a twenty- 
five per “cent, solution of sodium 
chloride was injected directly into the 
spinal cord. Immediately the boy's 
vitality began to ebb, and he was in 
a state of collapse for sixteen hours. 


The injection left him extremely 
weak. For five days he received in- 
jections of three thousand units of 


enti-tetanus serum. Salt solutions 
were also used, and gradually hia 
mouth began to open, and he was fed 
through a bottle, 

On the sixth day after the sodiam 


chloride was injected he began to 
show marked signs of improvement. 
The recovery was rapid from that 
day.

Montreal, Sept. 2.—The enquiry into 
the department of marine and fisher- 
iea by Judge Cassels was resumed 
here to-day, The morning's proceed- 
ings were purely formal. In the af- 
ternocon Hugh Allan of the lighthouss 
commission was the sole witness. Al- 
lan stated the report of the Civil Ser- 
vice Commission was scandalous and 
libellous in its reflections on the mor- 
al tone of Canadian business men. 
He charged that the report was full 
of despicable insinuations, which 
were utterly unfounded, and go far as 
the lighthouse board, whose work and 
very existence was sharply criticized 
by the commision, the report was al- 
together wrong. 

Allan stated that the formation of 
this lighthouse benrd was the best 
thing that ever happened for Canad- 
ian shipping interests, and as a result 
uf the beard’s labors the St. Law- 
rence’ channel had been much im. 
proved, and their. disinterested work 
hed converted the channel from one 
of the worst to one of the best ship- 
ping channels in the world. So far as 
Allan knew there never had been any 
evidence of corruption or wrgng doing 
of any kind among the offici@ls of the 
departinent, 

It ig apparent from the course of 
investigation that it will take a long 
time to go through the comprehensive 
charges made in the Civil Service 
Commission's report, and that the 
sessions here will be quite lengthy, 
although so far there has been little 
quibbling between the legal represen- 
tatives, ° 

Expenditure Justified.

Among those who arrived is L, 8, 
Straus, of Chicago, of the Swiggert 
Fur Trading Company, who has 
brought down <a large quantity of 
furs from the Company's poste in the 
north, The furs are at Athabasca 
Landing, and will be brought into the 
city in a few days. 

Ed, Nagle, of the fur trading firm 
of Hislop & Nagle, is another arrival, 
He arrived at Athabasea aLnding sev- 
eral days ago, but remained there to 
superintend the unloading of his 
furs. Reporte from the north indicate 
that the fur supply this year is con- 
siderably less than on previous years, 
and as the bettom of the fur market 
has fallen out the profits will natural- 
ly be reduced. 

28 Years With the Company. 

Twenty-eight years in the service of 
the Hudsan’s Bay Company in the far 
north is the record of Sam Scott, ay 
interesting guest at the Alberta hote 
to-day. Mr, Seott has epent the best 
years of his life in the north, and 
knows the country like a book, Like 
most of the H. B. Company's employ- 
ees, Mr. Scott is somewhat reticent re- 
garding the north. He has been lo- 
cated at Fort Simpson, and Fort Pro- 
videnee, and is vow in charge of the 
Hudson's Bay fur trading post at Fort 
Rae. Mr. Scott was last in Edmonton 
three years ago. He leaves for the 
east shortly to visit his family in 
Winnipeg. 

The year’s fur catch of the Hud- 
eon’s Bay Company from posta down

GAINSTIN VERMONT 


Republicans Captured State But 
Pluraiity Was Smallest in Sixteen 
Years, and on Former Occasion 
Demoeratic National Victory Foi- 
lowed—George H. Prouty Elected 


Governor. 


White River Junction, Verment; 
Sept. 2.~The Republicans won 
election in Vermont yesterday by 
carrying the state fer Governor Geo. 
H. Prouty for governor by about 28.- 
000 votes over James E. Burke, of Bur- 
lington, his Democratic oppotient. 
The plurality was the smallest on a 
presidential year since 1892, when it 
was Only 17,966, and was followed by 
a Democratic national, victory, but it 
Was larger than in 1889 and only 
Slightly lesa than in 1900. There was 
a falling off in four years of eight per 
tent. in the Republican vote, while 


per cent. The Independence League 
appeared for the first time and raised 
about 1,000 votes, while the Prohibi- 
tion and Socialist votes remained 
about the same. 

An unusually large number of local 
contests for mentbers of the legisla- 
ture, originating out of a heavy vote 
and resulting in Bemoeratic gnins in 
the lower branches of the legislature. 
pparently ‘had no bearing on the 
gubernatorial fight. 

As Vermont is the first state to 
vote during the presidential cam- 
paign, there was much interest 
throughout the country in the size of 
the Repubtican plurality, 

Those Elected in Contest. 

The Republicans retained complet 
control of both executive and lepista- 
tive branches of the government, the 
voters endorsing the party ticket for 
states offices headed by Licut.-Gover- 
ner George H. Prouty, of Newport, 
fleeting to Congress from the first 
district, David J. Foster, of Burling- 


ton, for another term, and from the 
second district, Frank Plumley, of 
Northfield, for the first tinre, and 


choosing a majority of the state legis- 
lature, which will select a successor 
fo the late Senator Redfield Proctor, 
The state ticket elected was as fol- 
dows: 


Governor—George H. Prouty, of 
Newport. 
Lieut-Governor—John A, Mead, of 
tutland.

IN THE MOUNTAINS 


Joseph Keele, Geological Surveyor, Re- 
turns to Edmonton—Made a Topo- 
graphical Survey of Rockies Be- 
tween Yukon and Mackenzie Ter- 
ritories—Land Barren of Minerals. 


After a year spent in conducting a 
geological survey of part of the Rocky 
moumtains between the Yukon and 
Mackenzie territories,-Joaeph Keele, a 
field officer of the geological depart- 
ment of the Dominion gvernment, ar- 
rived in the city last evening by stage 
frm Athabasca Lafiding and is stay- 
ing at the Alberta hotel, Mr. Keel 
has made a €T6s* &tady of the country 
through which he passed and has 
made a-map of that part of the Rockies 
of which very little was known ‘pre- 
viously. 

Mr. Keele went out to the Yukon in 
the summer of 1907 to engage in thir 
work, going by way of the Pacific. 
He left Dawson eity on June 20th. 
1W7, accompanied by two assistants, 
J. M. Christie and R. B. Riddell, two 
Yukon guides and prospectors. The 
part ywent up the Yukon river to the 
Pelly river, and up the Pelly to Ross 
river. They went up the Ross as far 
as possible and then made camp and 
spent the winter. During the winter 
months they crossed the Rockies with 
sleighs to a navigable part of the 
Gravel river. When the ice broke up 
in the spring they went down the 
Gravel river to the Mackenzie river 
and from there came to Athabasca 
Landing by steamer. Mr. Keele said 
he could have returned more quickly 
by going down the Mackenzie to the 
Rat river, north of Fort MePherson, 
and by making a portage across to the 
Bbeil river and down the Poreupine 
tiver to the Yukon, but he wished to 
come down by way of Edmonton to 
see the country lying north of here. 

While on his trip through the moun- 
taine Mr. Keele made a topographical 
survey of the country and examined 
into the minerals and timber resoure- 
es. He found the country rather bar- 
ren of minePalss "The timber was good 
on the Yukon side of the mountains, 
but grew ffré® scarce as he approach- 
ed the summit. In the paas through 
which he travelled, which is 4,400 feet 


above the sea level, there were ro 
trees. On the east side of the moun 
tains there was tinfger but not so 


plentiful as on the western side. An- 
other marked difference in the country 
was that the snowfall on the Yukon 
side Was fully two feet than on the 
Mackenzie side, and the precipitation 
greater, but the temperature did not 
vary eso much. Mr. Keele has spent 
the last five seasons in the Yukon in 
geological survey work and is thus 
well acquainted with the conditions 
prevailing there. 

Mr. Keele was accompanied in his 
trip by J. M. Christie and R. Bb. 
Riddell, of the Yukon territory. These 
men went into that country in 1898 
at the time of the gold rush and are 
experienced in the overcoming of the 
difficulties of. travelling beyond the 
pale of civilization. They are beth 
good hunters and kept the party well 
supplied with game during the trip 
Two of the dogs used Dy the party 
have been brought déwn to the city. 
Messrs, Riddell and Christie — will 
epend some time in the more thickly 
settled parts of the country before re- 
turning to the north as this is their 
firet trip out in ten years. 

Mr. Keele will remain in the city 
for a jew days until his effecta arrive 
from Athabasea Landing, and will 
then go east to Ottawa and make a 
report regarding his work,

liott and Hubbard, after suffering foar- 
ful hardshipe. 

The transaction insures the comple- 
tion of two railroads irom Valdex to 
the Copper River district and the eree- 
tion of a large smelter at Valdez, 
Hirseh having obtained the franchise 
and right of way of the Valdez-Yukon 
railroad, together with its terminals at 
Valdez. 

The railroads are expected to yield 
huge profits, as the White Pass & Yu- 
kon road more than repaid in two 
years the entire cost of construction, 

The ‘two roads will traverse the 
Tanana and Yukon valleys, where 
construction has been impeded for 
several years by promoters who en- 
deavored to get federal subsidy for 
construction, 

‘Lhe country is fairly well settled but 
jacks transportation iacilities and, ir- 
vespective of the tonnage from the 
copper mines, the returns from freight 
und passenger traflie are expected to 
vhow gratifying results. 


St. John Broker on Serious Charge. 

St. John, N.B., Sept. 2—In the Cir- 
cuit court today the grand jury found 
a true bill against D. C. Clinch, broker 
of this city, on a charge of misappro- 
priating $9,000 whieh Captain George 
Morrissey, of Liverpool, says he sent 
Mr. Clinch in January last, to be in- 
vested in United States Steel preferred 
stock. Morrissey claims it was not 
invested, The case was dismissed some 
time ago on a preliminary hearing, but 
it now goes belore a higher court. 


FEARFUL DEATH OF CATTLE MAN 
Gored to Death by Infuriated Bull 
After an Hour’s Struggle. 


Chicago, Sept. 3.—William Calder, 
25 years old, a cattle man employed 
on the Nelson farm, six miles north- 
west of Libertyville, was gored to 
death by a Shorthorn bull, owned hy 
Arthur Merker, of Lake Forest, in a 
desperate battle between the man and 
the animal in the Meeker private 
cattle car. The fight was a terrifie 
une, and in his struggle against a ter 
rible death, Calder tore the bull's eve 
lids in an evident attempt to blind the 
infuriated creature. It is believed 
that the fight must have lasted nearly 
an hour, Calder being unable to es- 
cape because of his injuries and of 
the position in whieh the ball had 
him penned. The body of Calder, 
with life extinet and frightfully locar 
ated by the horns of the bull, was 
found by Joseph Flanner, foreman 
of the Nelson farm. The bull was 
standing with his fore feet on th 
body of the dead man and bellowing 
defianee to all comers.  Calder’s body 
was literally hacked to shreds by the 
horns and hoofs ef the bull The 
victim was single and was employed 


to exhibit the Meeker vattle at the 
Libertyville fair. ' 
THE PREMIER INQUIRY. 
Commander Spain Opens Inquiry Into 
Disaster in Which Steamer 
Was Burned. 


Winnipeg, Sept. 3-—Commander Spain 
in the court house teday opened = the 
court of inquiry into the loss of the 
Premier by fire at Warren's Landing and 
the appalling loss of life therein, The 
evidence of Inspector Phillips was that 
the steumer was well found, but that 
the electric lighting was not certified as 
required by law. Antoine Couture, the 
husband of one of the victims, stated 
that the Indian watchman employed on 
the shore had a habit of sleeping while 
on post, also that the Captain seemed 
paralysed. He helped to fight the fire on 
the wharf but nothing was done to save 
the ship. He thought it could have 
been suved. Other evidence showed that 
the anchor watch was very vague, [t was 
stated that wood in a great measure 
blocked the stairway on the deck, Com- 
missioner Perry is sitting with Comman- 
der Spain.

THE CAR BARN SITE. 

The objection raised by some East 
end residents to the building of the 
car barns on the old nuisance pro- 
perty, east of Syndicate avenue, on, 
the ground that the property was 
given the city for a park alone, does 
not seem to be borne out by the} 
facte. This morning Mayer MeDou- 
gall looked the matter up and found 
that the city owns a free and unhamp- 
ered lease of the six acres known as 
old Cromdale 

Incidentally a striking illustration 
is given of the cnormous increase im 
reat estate values in .the past ten 
years and of the exceptional oppor- 
tunities those in Edmonton years ago 
had of amassing wealth. On March 
28th, 1894 two acres were purchased 
from James Rowland at the rate of 
$75 an acre. On May 28rd, 1899, four 
more acres adjoining were purchased 
at the rate of $50 per acre, making 
six in all at a cost of $3850 for pro- 
perty which is now worth many thous- 
ands and any single lot o/ which is 
now worth more than the entire price 
paid, 

Mayor McDougall e6ays the inten- 
tion of the commissioners is to place 
the barn in one corner only and that 
the building with offices in the front, 
wil! be an ornament, not an eyesore 
to the people of that vicinity and will 
not interfere with the intention of 
turning the remainder into a city 
park. To secure another site at the 
present time would mean probably 
the tying up of the street railway op- 
eration until next year,
